I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Inspectors 
branch  of  the  department. 

Staff, 

Mr • W#  flimmer,  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  who  joined  the  staff  on  4th 
December,  1944j  left  the  Council’s  services  on  24th  Octobor,  1945  to  take  up  an 
appointment  with  the  Bullingdon  Rural  District  Council, 

His  successor  Mr,  W©A,  Mather  was  appointed  in  November  to  fill  the  vacancy 5 
but  he  had  not  commenced  duties  before  the  end  of  the  year* 

C ivil  Building  _Covit r o 1 * 

The  undertaking  of  licensing  work  costing  between  £10  and  £100  in  accordance 
with  tho  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  20/45  dated  30th  January , 1945  added  to  the 
daily  routine  work,  it  is  interesting,  however,  to  note  that  the  more  important 
works  carried  cut  under  Licences  wore  such  that  under  normal  circumstances  would 
come  within  the  scopo  of  the  departments  work. 

In  view  of  the  shortage  of  building  labour  and  materials  it  is  fair  to  say 
that  the  scheme  has  proved  beneficial  in  effecting  priority  to  essential  work, 
though  restricted  in  extent,  as  affecting  housing  repairs,  provision  of  water 
supply,  drainage,  and  abatement  of  nuisances,., 

In  addition*  a number  of  applications  for  work  costing  in  excess  of  £100, 
and  recommended  by  the  department  to  the  Regional  Licensing  Officer,  have  boon 
in  respect  of  sanitary  improvements  and  repairs  arising  as  a result  of  inspections 
made,  such  work  being  carried  out  under  supervision  of  the  Council’s  Inspectors^ 
The  table  given  later  indicates  the  routine  work,  and  matters  which  wore 
the  subject  of  special  attention  aro  briefly  referred  to  under  the  separate 
heading? ,
